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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Urban  district  for  the  year  1947. 

The  vital  statistics  show  some  improvements,  the  birth 
rate  is  up  slightly  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  reduced  by 
30  per  1 ,000.  The  general  death  rate  also  shows  a  decrease  of 
nearly  1  per  1,000. 

The  general  health  was  good,  and  a  noteworthy  feature  is 
that  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year. 
Also,  apart  from  a  small  epidemic  of  measles  the  notifications 
from  the  ordinary  infectious  diseases  were  less  than  usual. 

The  housing  position  to  which  I  have  referred  in  the  body 
of  the  report  can  be  regarded,  in  comparison  with  the  general 
state  of  housing  in  the  country,  as  satisfactory,  but  much  re¬ 
mains  to  be  done. 

The  new  National  Health  Act  comes  into  operation  in 
1948  and  it  appears  that  the  Urban  District  Council  will  lose 
some  of  their  functions  to  the  County  Council,  who  will  be  the 
local  Health  Authority  under  the  Act. 

How  this  change  will  affect  the  services  no  one  can  tell, 
but  the  more  central  the  control,  the  trend  is  that  local  interest 
is  less,  with  subsequent  apathy  of  electors. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  ultimately  some  way  will 
be  found  so  that  local  folk  can  have  some  direction  of  local 
affairs,  even  if  only  in  an  advisocy  capacity.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS,  ETC. 

The  main  industries  are  coal,  iron,  and  chemical  works. 
The  coal  pits  are  now  under  the  control  or  the  N.C.B.  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  if,  in  the  future,  coal  is  not  simply  regarded 
as  a  fuel  but  a  valuable  raw  material  that  by-product  of  an- 
cilliary  works  will  be  established  in  the  district.  The  estab¬ 
lishment  of  some  light  industries  would  be  very  welcome,  as, 
for  one  thing  they  would  probably  find  employment  for  men 
who,  from  injury  or  general  health  reasons,  are  no  longer 
fit  for  heavy  work  in  the  pits. 


Water  Supplies. 

The  water  supplies  have  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
quality.  Samples  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Urban  Council  and  the  Officers  of  the  North  East  Derbyshire 
Joint  Water  Committee.  There  is  close  co-operation  between 
the  officials  of  both  authorities  and  information  regarding  the 
results  interchanged.

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TREATMENT  CENTRE,  POOLSBROOK. 

.  The  numbers  attending  are  steadily  declining  as  can  be 
seen  from  a  perusal  of  the  table  on  the  previous  page. 

This  can  be  understood  in  the  case  of  scabies  as  there  is 
a  general  lowering  of  the  incidence  all  over  the  country  and 
from  past  experience  the  incidence  is  likely  to  remain  low  for 
some  time. 

With  regard  to  verminous  heads,  this  is  not  the  case,  for 
in  a  recent  survey  of  admissions  for  the  year  1947,  to  the  four 
infectious  diseases  hospitals  of  the  North  East  Derbyshire  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  it  was  found  that  25  per  cent,  of  females  in  the 
age  group  5 — 15  had  head  infestations;  but  the  fact  remains 
that  such  cases  are  not  being  sent  to  the  Centre. 

When  the  new  Public  Assistance  Act  comes  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  1948,  I  can  forsee  the  staff  at  the  centre  fulfilling  a  very 
useful  purpose.  This  Act  charges  local  sanitary  authorities 
with  certain  duties  in  regard  to  persons  who  are  not  fit  to  care 
for  themselves  and  gives  the  authority  power  to  have  them  re¬ 
moved  to  an  Institution  on  a  Magistrates  Order. 

Many  of  these  cases  will  be  most  difficult  to  deal  with, 
such  as  elderly  people,  who,  while  not  so  mentally  afflicted  as 
to  be  certifiable,  have  neglected  themselves. 

Such  cases  could  be  cleaned  up  by  treatment  centre  staff 
and  given  a  fresh  start  hoping  that  there  will  be  an  improve-  , 
ment,  as  many  will  strenuously  object  to  removal  to  an  Insti¬ 
tution.  It  is  probable  also  that  there  will  be  quite  a  consider¬ 
able  period  elapse  after  obtaining  an  order  and  admission  to 
the  Institution,  as  beds  are  likely  to  be  very  short,  in  the  latter 
case  attention  by  the  staff  at  Poolsbrook  would  tide  over  the 
waiting  period.

INCIDENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES. 

Diphtheria — There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified 
during  the  year.  Six  cases  were  notified  last  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation — Age  under  5  years,  51.  Age  5 
years  and  over  but  under  15,  10. 

Scarlet  Fever — 42  cases  were  notified  in  the  year  as 
against  fifty-one  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Measles — Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  cases  were  notified 
as  compared  with  six  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  one 
death. 

Whooping  Cough — Thirty-three  cases  were  notified  in  the 
year  as  against  thirteen  in  the  previous  year. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever — There  were  no  cases  notified  as 
against  two  in  the  previous  year.

During  the  year  643  yards  of  4-in.  main  and  30  yards  of 
6-in.  main  were  laid  at  Hartington  Estate  to  complete  the  ser¬ 
vice  for  additional  houses  being  erected  on  the  site. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Staveley  Urban  District  comes 
from  Crowhole  Reservoir,  with  a  supplementary  supply  from 
Ramsley  Reservoir.  Both  waters  are  chlorinated  at  Crowhole, 
and  thereafter  treated  with  carbonate  oi  lime  and  aluminium 
sulphate  prior  to  being  filtered.  Hydrate  of  lime  is  added  to  the 
filtrate  to  neutralize  the  acidity  of  the  water  so  as  to  prevent 
plumbo  solvency. 

Weekly  tests  are  made  at  the  Filter  Houses  at  Barlow  to 
ascertain  the  ph.  value,  the  hardness  of  the  water  and  the 
chlorine  residual,  and  the  chemicals  are  adjusted  as  required. 

Chemical  analyses  of  the  water  at  the  source  were  not 
made  during  the  year.  The  quality  of  the  water  varies  little, 
and  no  practical  purpose  would  be  served  in  making  frequent 
chemical  analyses. 
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HOUSING. 

In  common  with  all  local  authorities  the  Urban  District 
has  still  a  big  problem  with  regard  to  housing.  Compared  with 
many  Local  Authorities  in  North  Derbyshire  they  are  in  an 
excellent  position.  Certainly  some  of  the  older  properties  lack 
modern  amenities  but  one  generally  does  not  find  the  dilapida¬ 
tions  that  are  unfortunately  only  too  common  in  some  other 
areas. 

One  of  the  biggest  landlords  in  the  Urban  Area  is  the 
Stuveley  Coal  and  Iron  Company,  and  they  have  a  department 
solely  concerned  with  the  care  of  their  houses.  This  depart¬ 
ment  has  done  very  efficient  work  in  maintaining  their  proper¬ 
ties  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

Many  of  the  Staveley  Co  s.  properties  have  been  taken 
over  by  the  N.C.B.  No  doubt  the  Board  would  be  willing  to 
demolish  much  of  the  substandard  properties,  if  permitted,  but 
as  far  as  one  can  foretell  this  type  of  property  will  be  occupied 
for  some  years  to  come  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  housing 
department  of  the  National  Coal  Board  will  see  that  the 
properties  are  well  maintained. 

While  the  tenants  of  the  older  substandard  properties  lack 


the  amenities  enjoyed  by  the  tenants  of  new  houses  the  rents 
are  10/-  to  12/-  per  week  less.  Quite  an  item  in  the  household 

budget !

Dairies  and  Cowsheds 


During  the  year  six  complaints  of  the  poor  keeping  quality 
of  milk  delivered  to  householders  were  received,  and  investi¬ 
gations  were  made.  Instructions  were  given  to  the  producers 
of  milk  stressing  the  necessity  of  keeping  clean  utensils  and 
also  regarding  the  cooling  and  storage  of  milk. 

47  persons  are  registered  as  milk  sellers,  34  are  cow- 
keepers,  dairymen  and  wholesale  purveyors  and  retail  pur¬ 
veyors.  Three  persons  are  registered  as  purveyors  of  bottled 
milk. 

Four  Persons  are  registered  as  retailers  only  and  nine 
registered  milk  sellers  have  their  premises  outside  the  district. 

One  person  is  registered  to  sell  bottled  Tuberculin  Tested 

milk. 

72  inspections  were  made  and  structural  defects  were 
found  in  ten  cases,  these  were  abated  satisfactorily.  All  cow¬ 
sheds  and  dairies  in  the  area  have  been  cleansed  and  lime- 
washed  twice  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  seven  farms  are  fitted  with  plant 
enabling  them  to  produce  accredited  milk. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  126  Licences  were  issued  from  the  Food 
Office  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  on  cottagers'  premises.  Inspec¬ 
tions  of  carcases  were  made  and  the  meat  was  found  to  be  of 
good  quality. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  the  conditions 
of  the  premises  where  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out. 

Permission  has  been  given  for  the  erection  of  twelve  new 
pig-stys  during  the  year.

Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  during  the 
year  fyy  the  Staveley  Coal  and  Iron  Company  in  regard  to 
the  provision  of  adequate  .sanitary  accommodation  at  the 
Staveley  Works. 

During  the  year  Messrs.  Greenlees  and  Sons,  Leicester, 
opened  a  new  factory  in  the  area  for  the  purpose  of  making 
shoes  and  slipper  uppers.  41  females  are  employed  in  this 
factory  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory. 

Numerous  inspections  of  Factories  and  workshops  in  the 
area  were  made  during  the  year. 

Bakehouses. 

During  the  year  20  inspections  have  been  made  on  the 
8  registered  bakehouses  in  the  district,  ana  minor  repairs  such 
as  the  lime-washing  and  pointing  of  walls  have  been  carried 
out  where  necessary. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Enquiries  were  made  into  all  cases  jf  infectious  diseases 
and  ar>y  defects  or  nuisances  dealt  with.  Disinfection  of  pre¬ 
mises  was  carried  out  where  desired. 
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During  the  year  50  premises  have  been  visited  and  18 
rooms  fumigated. 

Shops. 

105  visits  were  made  to  shops  during  the  year,  and  19 
letters  were  sent  regarding  hours  of  closing  and  other  matters. 

Traders  have  adhered  to  the  Regulations  satisfactorily  as  a 
general  rule. 

Smoke  Observations  at  Colliery  Tips. 

No  official  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  during  the 
year,  but  several  visits  have  been  made  to  burning  refuse  tips. 
Steps  have  been  taken  to  minimize  tip  fires  by  the  spraying  of 
water  on  to  the  tip. 

The  area  North  West  of  the  Ireland  Colliery  tip  has  again 
caused  considerable  atmospheric  pollution,  but  attention  has 
been  drawn  to  this  and  the  matter  is  being  kept  under  obser¬ 
vation. 

Bed  Bugs. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  occu¬ 
piers  of  4  dwelling  houses  with  regard  ;o  rooms  and  bedding. 
The  bedding  was  fumigated  in  the  disinfector  and  the  rooms 
treated  with  a  D.D.T.  solution.  Both  were  afterwards  stated 
to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  1  privy  has  been  converted  into  a  water 
closet,  and  90  additional  water  closets  have  been  made.

Cesspools. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  cesspools  in  the  area  in 
respect  of  which  two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year, 
these  complaints  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily  after  the  serving 
of  a  Notice  on  the  owners. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds, 

There  are  eight  living  vans  in  the  area,  these  are  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 
Three  new  licences  have  been  granted  for  Living  Vans  during 
the  year. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

During  the  year  a  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  all  places 
where  infestation  might  take  place  and  the  local  rat  catcher 
has  been  in  constant  attendance  at  farms  and  refuse  tips.  The 
baits  used  were  sausage  rusks  and  zinc  phosphide  which  are 
highly  successful. 

13  complaints  have  been  received  of  rats  on  private 
premises  during  the  year,  and  these  were  dealt  with  satisfac¬ 
torily. 


River  Pollution. 

A  great  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  river  Doe  Lea 
which  is  used  by  the  Coal  Washing  and  Coal  Bye-Products 
Plants,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  river. 

The  Ireland  Colliery  Froth-Flotation  plant  which  was  in¬ 
stalled  last  year  is  now  working  adequately.
